The 25th Annual Assembly of the 
Churches of God has come and gone, 
but its memories and blessings will 
never cease. “Truly the Lord is in his 
temple” is the impression we received 
when entering the Auditorium during 
the Assembly. Another year has pass- 
ed with its conflicts, its battles, its 
sorrows and heartaches, but with all 
of this God has been with us.

FOR THELORD’S 
WORK 


Ask, Have Faith In God, 
Obey The Lord 


Sometimes, especially in seasons of 
revivals, I have been made heartsick 
almost because of such small sums re- 
ceived for the spread of the gospel in 
the Church of God. While the Lord is 
blessing the meetings, saving, sanc- 
tifying and baptizing souls with the 
Holy Ghost, we begin to wonder and 
ponder why the Lord has no larger 
provision for this great work, and so 
far we have scarcely been able to find 
anyone in the Church of God who has 
faith for large sums of money to be 
contributed. “Bring ye all the tithes 
into the storehouse that there may be 
meat in mine house and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if 
I will not open you the windows of 
heaven and pour you out a blessing 
that there shall not be room enough 
to receive it.” Mal. 3:10. “If ye abide 
in me and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will and it shall be 
done unto you.” John 15:7. “And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my name 
that will I do, that the Father may 
be glorified in the Son. If ye shall 
ask anything in my name, I will do 
it.” John 14:13, 14. 

These promises are suffieient, why 
should you or I hesitate to ask God 
for large amounts of money to sup- 
port the work of the Church of God? 
When a large sum is needed why not 
have faith that God is ready to pro- 
vide that same money? “The earth is 
the Lord’s and the fullness thereof.” 
When God speaks heaven and earth 
move at His word. “Even the wind 
and the sea obey him.” Have more 
faith. 

Some way or other i ae not feel 
that God gets very much glory out 
of some plans for raising money for 
the Lord. Think of the great banks of 
this country with the wealth of the 
country at their command. They are 
not as rich as God, and yet if any one 
of these banks had to resort to selling 
a quilt and going from house to house 
to sell some small article to get a lit- 
tle money to support that bank, not 
one of us would want to put our 
money into it, would we? and God’s 
work is belittled when we_ resort to 
such methods. God has His own 
method, tithes and offerings, and God 
speaks to me and I believe He speaks 
to every other person and tells them 
how much they shall pay, how much 
offering they shall bring, whether 
they are in the Church of God or not, 
and if we won’t belittle the work and 
resort to small, sorry methods of our 
own, God will give us large amounts 
as we have faith for. That is my ex- 
perience. Who has any right to state 
any amount, large or small, that I 
shall contribute. God only has a right 
to dictate and sometimes when I have 
meant to give a dollar to support the 
Lord’s work, I would go back home 
with it in my purse because I felt no 
one but God expected me to give that 
and I would wait and give it later 
because God wanted me to give it. 

Once my uncle told us his own ex- 
perience. He said he felt God wanted 
him to give twenty-five dollars for the 
support of the meeting in his church. 
The devil told him not to give but fff- 
teen dollars, and after considering the 
matter and praying, he settled to give 
the twenty-five dollars as he felt God 
wanted him to do. He said he told the 
devil to get away from him or he would 
give fifty dollars, Ought any of us to 
specify any certain amount that men 
shall give? Is it not in a sense limit- 
ing the Lord? Shall we not, when 
raising money for the Lord’s work, 
urge the people to obey the Lord as 
He speaks to them, to give according 
as God hath prospered them, and not 
state any certain amount, as one do}l- 
lar, five dollars, twenty-five dollars, 
fifty cents, twenty-five cents, or ten 
cents? When men open their purse 
and pay hundreds of dollars out, write 
checks for vast sums of money, we al- 
most know God is speaking to them 
to make Him first and to give to Him 
so that He will not be disgraced, and 
such small sums would only be a dis 
grace when compared with other 
large sums that men of large means 
use in their business. Of course, we 
know that many, like ourselves, have 
only small amounts to bring to the 
treasury of the Lord, but God counts 
it as He did the widow’s mite and 
uses it the same as if it were large 
and we who have not large sums can 
pray and have faith that God. will 
give us what we ask. Let’s let God 
speak and tell us what we shall ask 
and not in any way limit or hinder 
the Lord.
